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WNDU Is Winner 
on Local Success 


The results of the Local Success Story 
contest have been announced. The win- 
ning entry was one submitted by WNDU, 
Notre Dame University. 

WNDU received the first prize of $50 
for sales jobs in connection with the local 
restaurant and theatre. In both instances 
the advertisers acknowledged the effec- 
tiveness of campus radio promotion. 

The $30 second prize in the contest 
was taken by WDBS, Duke University, 
and the third prize of $20 went to 
WVBU, Bucknell University. 

A number of other entries were re- 
ceived, each of which represented a suc- 
cessful use of carrier-current radio by 
pleased advertisers. 

One of the deciding factors in the suc- 
cessful campaign in the opinion of the 
judges was the amount of follow through 
that was accorded the sponsors by the 
Stations’ sales staffs. 

The Local Success Story contest de- 
monstrated that campus radio can sell, 
and that local sponsors recognize it as a 
useful addition to their campaigns when 
properly presented. 
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OPERATIONS ILLEGAL 


Station Heads Show 
Don't Care Attitude 


The FCC field staffs are continuing 
their inspections of college stations. 
George Abraham, System President, was 
told by the head of the FCC Field En- 
gineering and Monitoring Division that 
the inspections are being carried out in 
order to secure data and to enforce the 
law if infractions are incurred. 

Some 13 stations have been checked 
and all of them were found to be radi- 
ating illegally. A number of these are 
still off the air until they can make 
changes which will enable them to start 
operations again. 

Field reports to Washington indicated 
that many stations were radiating many 
times the permissible amount, and that 
furthermore many of the station heads 
didn’t seem to have the slightest idea 
how much they were radiating, didn’t 
have field strength meters available, didn’t 
seem to know what the present rules 
were, and didn’t seem to care. 

System Operations Chief David W. 
Borst stated that this is a very serious 
situation and advises members that the 
time to run field strength checks and 
bone up on present rules is now. 

Other advice, this from hard exper- 
ience, is offered by Hank Taylor, IBS 
Regions Coordinator and manager of 
WLRN, Lehigh University. WLRN’s 
professional operation is currently shut 
down as a result of an FCC inspection. 


Mr. Taylor suggests that stations re- 
duce power if field strength checks indi- 
cate the need, even if it means loss of 
station coverage. 

If your station should go off the air, 
either by FCC order or to make neces- 
sary changes in equipment. immediately 
advise David Borst and CRC. 
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Companies Differ 
In Dise Deals 


IBS member stations have been receiv- 
ing information concerning the possibility 
of receiving new releases from the record 
companies. Hank Taylor, Regions Co- 
ordinator for the System, stated in Re- 
gion 4 newsletter that the attitudes among 
the record makers differ widely. 

The small record companies tend to 
be more cooperative than the large ones. 
However, RCA Victor, Capitol and Co- 
lumbia make package shipments avail- 
able at a greater reduced rate for college 
stations. 

Mercury and Decca do not respond to 
requests. Other companies like MGM 
will mail any record specifically request- 
ed, 

According to Taylor, some of the Jazz 
labels are offering the best deals. Pres- 
tige records offers twenty records, eigh- 
teen of which may be LP, for $1.00. 
Clef records, affiliated with Norman 
Granz, offers about 125 78’s for $10 
shipping costs. This offer includes all 
the Jazz of the Philharmonic series. 

Sometimes records can be procured by 
writing directly to the artist. 

These record possibilities are in addi- 
tion to the service many stations are se- 
curing from Walter Hofer. Hofer pro- 
vides member stations with free releases 
in return for postage of $2 per academic 
year. 

It is emphasized that the majority of 
new releases which reach the stations are 
on 45 RPM discs.

A regional meeting was held by Region 
5 at the American University attended 
by representatives. of WMUC, University 
of Marvland; WJHU, Johns Hopkins 
University; WCTB, Georgetown Uni- 
versity; WAMU, American University;

Less Restraint 


The IBS sponsored Clinic for Student 
Campus Stations at the Institute for 
Education by Radio-TV was held in Co- 
lumbus on Thursday, April 14. This 
year the Clinic was held as one of the 
work-study groups of the Institute and 
featured Miss Frieda B. Hennock, a 
commissioner of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission, and Jim Bruce, an ex- 
ecutive of WLW-TV. 

The panel was chairmanned by Je- 
rome A. Fallon of Notre Dame Uni- 
versity, a recent member of the Board 
of Directors of IBS. 

Miss Hennock placed herself in the 
ranks of those in favor of encouraging 
campus radio by promising to do some- 
thing positive in regard to permitting 
wired wireless outlets more freedom from 
the present restraint imposed upon them. 
She said “These campus stations play a 
vital role in setting a pattern of pro- 
gramming that will inspire broadcasters 
to improve their programming and op- 
erate in the public interest, consistent with 
the responsibilities of this nation as a 
world leader.” 

A number of other facets of campus 
radio were discussed, including the value 
of college radio experience in the com- 
mercial fields.

IBS Engineers Send Data 


on Carrier Current Radio 

The IBS Engineering Department has 
mailed an Introduction to R. F. Energy 
Distribution to all member stations in an 
attempt to better acquaint the non-tech- 
nical administrative staffs with problems 
met in using carrier current systems. 

The publication, written by Allen I. 
Perlin and Richard H. Crompton of the 
System Engineering Department, is of 
special value in light of the current FCC 
check of campus station radiation pat- 
terns. 

The basic problem as outlined by the 
authors is that there is a minimum level 
of transmitted signal below which the 
listener’s radio will not receive your pro- 
grams, and a maximum level beyond 
which the station’s operation becomes 
illegal. As many stations have recently 
learned, these upper and lower limits are 
far closer together than is at first evident. 
Considerable problems are encountered 
in staying within these imposed bounds, 
and the engineering staff soon learns that 
it is far too easy to exceed the upper 
edge. 

All station administration staff mem- 
bers are urged to avail themselves of the 
opportunity to read, in layman’s terms, 
the twelve pages of vital information 
contained in this publication.
